Mr. D. S, Jones, a very efficient member 


of oar sociely/niid myself, bare spent the 
last three duya at Alexandria, in looking 
after our wounded ; .and hfWorviBited every 
ouo of tlio meti^ybose names are in the en- 
closed list. Immediately on the nrrivalof 
the wounded our society promptly furnish- 
ed H quantity of bandages, old linen and 
other articles which were in great demand. 
The relatives and friends of tho wounded 
may rest assured that they will bo' faithfully 
looked after nnd well cared for; and I will 
hero say that we are much in need of u sup- 
ply of bandages and old linen, .and cotton 
clothing for the use of the wounded. We 
are also in need of sheets, socks, dried fruits 
urn! wines, all ot which wo shall be able to 
dispose of to good advantage for tho relief 
and comfort of our Wisconsin soldiera. ' . ' 
i The remains of tho brave and gallant 
Captain O'Brien arrived ber^ to-day. The 
body of Lieut CoJonerCrane'was buried'on 
the battlo field.

1 
might mention tho name of n regiment that 
did run from the' battle field, some of whose 
memb.'rs did not stop 'until they arrived at 
Culpepper, eight miles distant,' but shall 
leave that to others. , • Our regiments from 
the west, who are in that vicinity, have not 
yet acquired the habit of feeing nnd feast- 
ing reporters in order to receive 'puffs in 
certain eastern papers,

WISCONSIN WOUNDED —THE WISCONSIN THIRD 


IN 
T TSE LATE BATTLES, 


Correspondence of the Sentinel. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14, 1862. 


EDITORS SENTINEL :—Enclosed I forward 


to you a correct list of names of the Wis- 
consin soldiers wounded in the battle of 
Slaughter's Mountain, Va., fought on Sat- 
urday last. AH of those wounded in that 
battle that could be moved, have been 
brought in on the cars to Alexandria and 
placed in the hospital. The first arrived 
late on Monday night, and up to yesterdav 
(Wednesday) at noon, one hundred and 
ninety-one had arrived, the majority of them 
slightly wounded, and with the good treat- 
ment which they are getting, will soon be 
about, 


Mr. D. S. Jones, a very efficient member 


of onr society, and myself, have spent the 
last three days at Alexandria, in looking 
after our wounded ; and have visited every 
one of the men whose names are in the en- 
closed list. 
Immediately on the arrival of 


the wounded our society promptly furnish- 
ed a quantity of bandages, old linen and 
other articles which were in great demand. 
The relatives and friends of the wounded 
may rest assured that they will be faithfully 
looked after and well cared for; and I will 
here say that we are much in need of a sup- 
ply of bandages and old linen, and cotton 
clothing for the use of the wounded. 
We 


are also in need of sheets, socks, dried frui 
and wines, all of which we shall be able t 
dispose of to good advantage for the relie 
and comfort of our Wisconsin.soldiers. 


The remains of the brava and gallan 


Captain O'Brien arrived here to-day. Th 
body of Lieat Colonel Crane'was buried o 
the battle field. To-morrow his brotbe 
together with an undertaker and a perso 
to embalm the body, start for Culpepper t 
procure the remains. They will be receh 
ed here on Sunday, and Tuesday, togethe 
with the body of Capt. O'Brien, will be fo 
warded to Wisconsin in charge of Mr 
James E. Crane. The body of Colone 
Crane will be taken to Beloit, and that o 
Captain O'Brien will be sent to Milwaukee 


Lieut. Col. Crane lost his life while rally 


ing his men near a fence in an open field i 
the face of a most destructive fire. 0 
Captain O'Brien I will say that a brave 
man never trod a battle Geld. He wa 
wounded by a ball through the leg ; he tool 
his handkerchief aud bound it around th 
wound and again led on his men into th. 
thickest of the fight, and there fell, piercec 
with five bullets. 


The conduct of the Third Wisconsin regi 


raent on the^ battle field at Slaughter' 
Mountain was" that of brave, steady and tru 
soldiers. I should not deem it necessar 
to say more iu their behalf, but for the mis' 
representation that has been made by th 
correspondent of the New York Times 
(published in that paper on the 12th inst., 
who writes over the signature of"J,.A.' 
He says : " The line advanced steadily 
with the exception of the Third Wisconsin 
under a galling fire, and drove the rebels 
back. The Wisconsin regiment fled at the 
first fire, and it was with great difficulty am 
at great persona! risk, that the General sue 
ceecled iu getting them into lire again 
They had hardly returned to their position 
however, before they broke and ran again— 
in fact proved worse than useless." 1 have 
taken considerable pains to End out the 
facts, and whether the statement of the 
Times correspondent was true; it if a base 
slander and falsehood, and there is not a 
wordoj truth in it. The regiment did not 
retreat until it was ordered to; in the ad- 
vance it was given the right of the line, 
(the 
post of honor), and was exposed to a 


heavy enfilading or cross fire. At the first 
fire sixteen men fell in one company, I 
might mention the name of a regiment that 
did run from the battle field, some of whose 
members did not stop "until they arrived at 
Cnlpepper, eight miles distant, bat shall 
leave that to others. Our regiments from 
the west, who are in that vicinity, have not 
yet acquired the habit of feeing and feast 
ing reporters in order to receive puffs in 
certain eastern papers.

.Guerrillas In Wait Teunesi««. 


The steamers Sky-Lark and Collier were 


burned on the 18th, fifty miles above Fort 
Henry, by a hand of 30 guerrillas. Clarks- 
villa has been taken by' a force of about 
COO strong, and they aro advancing on Ft. 
Henry. Fort Donelaon ia also in danger. 
Thero aro only 150 oQiciunt men there. 


A portion of Gen. Dodge's forcea, under 


Gapt. Lynch, attacked a band of rebels on 
the Obion river on the I8tb, near Ladsing- 
er's Ferry, completely routing them, taking 
all their horses, ammunition, Ac. 
The 


number of killed and wounded ia not yet 
ascertained. The rebels abandoned every- 
thing. Negroes guided our cavalry. 


It is evident that guerrilla warfare has 


commenced in earnest in Kentucky and 
Tennessee.

. SIR :—It is one of the happiest moments 
of my life that I am enabled to inform the 
department of the destruction of the ram 
Arkansas, not because I held this iron-clad 
in'such terror, but'because the community 
did. 


On the 4th inst., I sent the Tennessee up 


to Baton Rouge with provisions for Com- 
mander Potter and the gunboats stationed 
at that place. On tho morning of-the 5th, 
she returned with information that the ene- 
my had niado a'combined attack upon Ba- 
ton Rouge by tho ram nnd two gunboats, 
the Webb nnd Music, and calling for assis- 
tance. 


« At .daylight, .tho, Hartford was under 
weigh for this/plnc'e, with orders for the 
other vessels to fallow me ad fast as ready. 
It arrived hero to day, at 12 m., in compa- 
ny with tho Brooklyn, Weatfield, Clinton, 
Jackson and Scioto. .1 had sent the Cayu- 
ga up, agreeably lo a request of Gen. But- 
IiT in consequence of tho guerrillas firing 
into somo ot hia transports. 


On my arrival I waa informed by Com. 


W. D. Porter that yesterday morning at 
two o'clock, the enemy's forces under Gen. 
Breckinridga.attacked Gen. Williams, and 
drove in his pickets. 


Gen. Williams' command had ample 


warning ; 'all was prepared for him. The 
light ,,was continued with great energy on 
both sides until 10 a. m., by which time the 
enemy had been driven two or three miles, 
but unfortunately the gallant Gen. Williams 
was killed. Fortunately he had informed 
tho Lieutenant Commanding. Ransom, the 
evening before of his plans, nnd requested 
him not to firo a guti until ho notified him. 
iuid when ho did so, our gunboats opened 
with fine' effect, throwing their shells di- 
rectly iu the midst of tho enemy, producing 
great dismay and confusion among them. 


Lieut. Ransom had an officer on the 


state house, which overlooked tho adjacent 
country, and could direct the fire of the 
shells. As soon as the enemy was repulsed 
Commander Porter with the gunboats went 
up the stream after the ram Arkansas, 
which was lying about five miles above, 
apparently afraid to take a share in the 
conflict. According to the preconcerted 
plan, as ho came within gun shot he opened 
on her and probably soon disabled some of 
her machinery or steering apparatus, for 
sho became unmanageable, continuing, 
however, to firo her guns at tho Essex. 
• Com. Porter saya he took advantage of 
her presenting a weak point towards him, 
and loaded his guns with incendiary shells. 
After his firat discharge of these projectiles 
a gush of fire cumo out of her side, and 
from that moment it. waa discovered sho 
was onl fire, ho continued hia exertions to 
prevent the fire being extinguished. They 
backed her ashore, and made a lino fast, 
which was soon burnt, and she swunsj off 
into the river, where she continued to burn 
until she blew up with a tremendous explo- 
sion, thus ending tho career of the last iron 
clad oh fho Mississippi. 


There were many persons on tho banks 


of the river witnessing the fight, in which 
they anticipated a triumph for tho Arkan- 
sas. I will leave n auuicient force of gun- 
boats hero to support tho army, and will re- 
turn to-morrow to N. 0. nnd depart imme- 
diately for Ship Island with n light heart, 
feeling that I have left no bugbeur to tor- 
ment the communities of the Mississippi in 
my obsence.

Special to Herald.—The following narra- 


tion was given me by a civilian who arrived 
from Richmond Sunday. Ho left Rich- 
mond last Wednesday, the lllth inst., trav- 
eling to Sexton'a Junction, 2? miles north 
of the uity, by private conveyance, thence 
by mil to Gordonsvillo, and then on foot to 
the Potomac. At the time he left, troops 
were pouring out of tho city on the Virgin 
ia Central railroad in such numbers that it 
was impossible for civilians to procure pas 
sage. All troops around Richmond were 
in motion towards tho north, while others 
were passing'through in cars from the 
south, supposed to be that part of tho army 
between Petersburg and the city. It was 
known at that time that McClellan had be- 
gun the evacuation of Harrison's Landing. 


Arriving at Sexton's junction, ho saw 


largo encampments extending from tho 
south sido of the Pamunky river to several 
miles north of the junction, and also from 
tho junction in a westerly direction, up the 
valley of the North Anna river, small camps 
were visible at several localities along the 
railroad from the junction to the crossing 
of the common road from Fredricksburg, 
whore another large body was also encamp 
cd. At Louisa court house was another 
large body, and thence to Gordonavillo sov 
eral regiments were strung along the roai 
iu camps, every 2 or 3 miles from Gordons 
ville, where tlioro wero not loss than G or' 
regiments. A heavy forco could be seen 
camping on the hills stretching to the north 
east, then in the direction of Orange cour 
house. He stopped 10 hours at Gordons 
ville, and during that time saw not leas 
than 10 trains arrive over the Central rail 
road from tho south and the Charlottesvill 
railroad from Lynchburgh. Those from 
Richmond bringing troops nnd supplies. 


My informant, judging from what he saw 


says tho whole confederate army in Virginii 
is by this timo in position on tho Virj;inif 
railroad, nnd that it numbers near 250,00 
men. Stonewall Jackson was said to hav 
left, but nono knew his whereabouts. Ou 
informant passed through Stannrdsville an 
suw quite a heavy force at that point. The 
are not encamped and seemed preparing t 
move.

It in 
represented that he is a martinet of the se- 
verest kind—that he hns no apparent knowl- 
edge of men particularly, or of human na- 
ture abstractly—which is certainly true, if 
ho drills his men according to tho endurance 
of humnn nature in milder or less enervat- 
ing climates than prevails in this sickly 
country of Louisiana. I am told that on 
ana occasion, after n heavy drill, pulling his 
men through exercise for hours, under a hot 
sun, with kimpnucks and all the accoutre- 
ments, that several men eventually died 
from tho over-exertion, and in one instance 
a man died ere he could reach the hospital.

This conduct reminds me of the 
English officer in the Indian rebellion, who 
on tv march lost nearly a whole company liy 
apoplexy, because ho would not lut his sut- 
dicrs take off their glazed leather slocks 
thoy had buun accustomed to wear in the 
BIIOWH of Uanada. I profess to be too good 
a disciplinarian myself to write current ru- 
mors ono hears from subordinates about 
camps, of oflicors, but Ifeul justified in nny- 
ing what I do, from the fact that there are 
now in this city, under arrest, some of the 
officers of General Williams' brigade.— 
Among them are Colonel H. E. PiUne, of 
the -ith Wisconsin, Lieut. Col. Clarke (act- 
ing colonel), Major Bacon, Capt. Gritfin and 
dipt. Wheoler, all of tha Oth Michigan. 
Col, Paino's offcusu is refusing to turn ne- 
groea out of hia camp. The Michigan ofli- 
cars arc under arrest for refusing to give up 
thdr quarters to another regiment, before 
other quarters wero' prepared for the re- 
moved regiment.

Special to Herald.—The following narra- 


tion was given me by a civilian who arrived 
from Richmond Sunday. He left Rich- 
mond last Wednesday, the 13th inst., trav- 
eling to Sexton's Junction, 27 miles north 
of the city, by private conveyance, thence 
by rail to Gordonsville, and then on foot to 
the Potomac. At the time he left, troops 
were pouring out of the city on the Virgin- 
ia Central railroad in such numbers that it 
was impossible for civilians to procure pas- 
sage. All troops around Richmond were 
in motion towards the north, while others 
were passing'through in cars from the 
south, supposed to be that part of the army 
between Petersburg and the city. It was 
kuowri at that time that McClellan had be- 
gun the evacuation of Harrison's Landing. 


Arriving at Sexton's junction, he saw 


large encampments extending from the 
south side of the Pamunky river to several 
miles north of the junction, and also .from 
the junction in a westerly direction, up the 
valley of the North Anna river, small camps 
were visible at several localities along the 
railroad from the junction to the crossing

I have no disposition to prolong this 


newspaper controversy with Mr. Conger. 
He made an assault, through the press, of 
such a character as I thought calculated, if 
not intended, to injure my interests in some 
degree. What I said in reply was designed 
to defend such interests. He, speaking for 
the Central Bank, now says that that bank 
had no part in the attack on the Rock 
County Bank.

public believe that he is engaged in expo- 
sing shirks. Now, it is notorious through- 
out this state that the Central Bank shirked 
out of paying its quota into the state treas- 


ury, 
under the miserable subterfuge that 


the state had no money to pay its debts; 
when the bank managers very well knew 
that the state had nothing to give for the 
money but bonds. The Rock County Bank 
did pay its money into the war fund, as it 
offered to do, and took what the state had 
to give in return. 


During nearly all the year 1861 the Cen- 


tral Bank occupied a position antagonistic 
to the patriotic and loyal citizens of the 
state, who upheld the individual, and public 
credit of the state. On the contrary the 
Rock County Bank aided the government 
and the loyal citizens of the state to the 
extent of its ability in the great cause. 


Now at the eleventh hour comes the 


Central Bank, by its attorney, H. S. Con- 
ger, and undertakes to offset the paltry sub- 
scription of $1,500 for county scrip, which 
scrip must eventually be paid, if paid at 
all, by the stockholders of the Rock Coun- 
ty Bank as individuals, for the stock of the 
Central is mostly owned out of the state, 
and their stockholders cannot be forced to 
contribute to pay any part of the tax levied 
to meet the scrip, as Mr. Conger and his 
•lob followers expect to force the already

As to the 
disinterestedness of Mr. Conger aud the 
Central Bank in the present work, I will 
just remind the public that the avails of 
the $43,080 county scrip all goes into the 
vaults of the Central. And to comfort the 
tax payers of this county, let me remind 
them that Mr. Conger's forced loan of $43,- 
000, together with the five per cent, cost of 
collecting the same, $2,150, and the inter- 
est, $3,870, amounting in the aggregate to 
$92,000, all goes into the bank of which

Speak no evil of the dead is atule always 


to be followed, save where it contravenes 
justice to the livinz. The lats General 
Thomas Williams at Baton Rouge, is an in- 
stance of this class. His censure yet re- 
mains on gallant western men and officers 
imprisoned by his tyrannical orders. There 
are evidences that in his death tb» service 
has lost nothing. The New Orleans cor- 
respondent of the New York Times writing 
under date of the 5th, says of tbis officer: 


The associate general in the division is 


General Thomas Williams, whose head- 
quarters is at Baton Rouge. I am sorry to 
say that I have never heard a warm or even 
kindly word said of this commander. It is 
represented that he is a. martinet of the se- 
verest kind—that he has no apparent knowl- 
edge of men particularly, or of human na- 
ture abstractly—which is certainly true, if 
he drills his men according to the endurance 
of human nature in milder or less enervat- 
ing climates than prevails in this sickly 
country of Louisiana. 
I am told that on 


one occasion, after a heavy drill, pulling his 
men through exercise for hours, under a hot 
sun, with knapsacks and all the accoutre- 
ments, that several men eventually died 
from the over-exertion, and in one instance 
a man died ere he could reach the hospital. 
The consequence is that there is a great 
want of available men in General Williams' 
brigade. This conduct reminds me of the 
English officer in the Indian rebellion, who 
on a march lost nearly a whole company by 
apoplexy, because he would not let bis sol- 
diers take off their glazed leather stocks 
they had been accustomed to wear in the 
anows of Canada. I profess to be too good 
a disciplinarian myself to write current ru- 
mors one hears from subordinates about 
camps, of officers, but I feel justified in say- 
ing what I do, from the fact that there are 
now in this city, under arrest, some of the 
officers of General Williams' brigade.— 
Among them are Colonel H. E. Paine, of 
the 4th Wisconsin, Lieut. Col. Clarke (act- 
ing colonel), Major Bacon, Capt. Griffin and 
Capt. Wheeler, all of the 6th Michigan. 
Col. Paine's offense is refusing to turn ne- 
groes out of his camp. The Michigan offi- 
cers are under arrest for refusing to give up
